In these words, the German 
Chancellor condemns in “Mein 
Kampf" the propaganda —me- 
thods of prewar Germany. 
“Unfortunately,” he con. 

.tinues, “our lofty — teachers 
‘of professional -history — did 
not bring home to the minds 
of their pupils the truth that it 
isnot possible to build up such 
a mighty organisation as the 


British Empire by mere swindle’ 


and fraud.” 

This trenchant and, as it must 
yeem to US, well justified criti- 
cism, contrasts sharply with the 
present methods of the German 
propaganda machine, Herr Hit- 
ler is neglecting his own warn- 
ings. The indignitics recently 
inflicted upon British subjects 
in the Far East are joyfully 
hailed by Dr. Goebbels as wel- 
come evidence of the waning 
strength of the British Empire, 
while the German press: bays in 
disciplined chorus. The decline 
and fall, we are assured, is at 
hand or has even begun, The 
Italian press dutifully echoes the 
refrain, 

Nor should we fail to note 
that in all this orgy of propa- 
ganda there is no word against 


that 


Bolshevism. Democracies in gen- 
eral, and Great Britain in parti- 
cular, are the only butt. The 
Red Peril, it seems, has ceased 
to exist; no doubt it has served 
its purpose, 

UP TO 1914 


Here, then, we have in yet 
another sphere of international 


politics all the elements of mis- ~ 


calculation that led) to war in 
1914. To the average English. 
man these tales of. British de- 
cadence are sad fustian, But 
there have been, no doubt, dif- 
ferences of opinion as to the 
netion which the government 
should have taken in this or 
development of foreign 
policy in the Par East or in 
Europe, Such differences are 
indeed inevitable in a free com- 
munity. They are besed upon 
contrasting: interpretations — of 
strategic needs, or upon differ-

Unfortunately, however, what 
the British know to be — their 
{nith and firmness of purpose 
in not yet accepted as such in 
Germany, Evidence of  wide- 
spread incredulity reaches us 
from all quarters.

If, however, Britain's at- 
tempts to make plain her deter- 
mination to fulfil the engage- 
ments she has undertaken to- 
wards countries in Eastern 
Europe are to carry conviction, 
she must take account of the 
pretexts which at present serve 
ay reasoning for the contrary 
belief. -The truth is that. the 
Munich agreement has been 
‘given diverse interpretations in 
diverse lands. In Great Britain 
it was accepted by the. majority 
of the nation as finally closing 
Germany’s territorial demands 
in Europe. Czechoslovakia, the 
Englishman was assured by 
ministers in all sincerity, would 
henceforth be all the stronger 
since she no Jonger numbered 
any German minorities within 
her borders. 


In Germany and in parts of 
Central Europe, however, « fur- 
ther interpretation, | whether 
apenly and immediately express- 
ed or not, was, given to the 
terms of that agreement, It 
was explained as meaning that 
henceforth Britain and France 
had no ‘further concern with 
events in Eastern Europe, Some 
additional credence was given to 
this illusion by the proceedings 
of the Ambassadors’ Conference 
at Berlin, ~which immediately 
fullowed the Munich agreement. 
That this interpretation was un- 
doubtedly erroneous in no way 
affects the ‘argument that we 
have here the explanation of 
the fact that Germany’s entry 
into Prague came as a profound 
shock to-lrge sections of Brit- 
ish opinion, while the extent and 
violence of that British reaction 
was in itself a surprise to some, 
at least, those who perpetrated 
the deed. 


NO TURNING BACK 


Mr. Winston Churchill has 
therefore rendered a national 
service by emphasising the dis- 
tinction between the respon- 
sibilities of Grent Britain last 
autumn and its responsibilities 
to-day. Last year, Grent Brit- 
ain had itself‘no direct commit- 
ment towards Czechoslovakia, 
save that which it shared with 
others under the terms of the

in fulfilment of our pledges to 
resist it.” 


AN UNCHANGED SPIRIT 


It is this fundamental truth| 


that has to be brought 
home by every possible means 
German Government. 
Emerson once wrote of the Brit- 
ish, “I find the Englishman to 
be him of all men who stands 
firmest in his shoes.” Every 
Englishman knows in his own 
heart that this Is as true of the 


British people to-day as it has} 


ever been. The temper and 
characteristics of the nation are 
unchanged. The truth of this 
has been made especially clear 
to those who have had oppor- 
tunities of sceing something of 
the British volunteer army of 
to-day and who can recall that 
same army twenty-four years 
ago. The spirit is the same, 
the physique is perhaps rather 
better. 

What is vital, however, is not 
only that the British should 
know this, but that other na- 
tions and other governments 
should know it too, Every step, 
therefore, whether political or 
military, that the British nation 
can take to show that it is in 
earnest, every warning signal it 
can put out, is an aid to pence, 
To neglect any one of these is to 
run a hazardous and inexcusable 
risk of war. Britain has not 
forgotten a warning that Mr. F, 
S. Oliver uttered in “The End- 
less Adventure:” “Concessions 
to unjust or impudent demands 
have a formidable knack of 
breeding.” There will be no 
more such concessions. Upon 


this decision the British nation |, 


is united. To neglect that warn- 
ing now would to be ensure to 
any would-be aggressor ultim- 
ate defeat, and to inflict upon 
the world measureless depths of 
suffering which it should be 
spared.

_. COMPARATIVELY 
SIMPLE PROPOSALS 


(Special to “‘ Sunday Herald ’’) ; 

Not more than 1,000 persons will be immedi- 
ately affected by the passage of the Com- 
pulsory Service Bill gazetted yesterday 
and to be passed into law before the end 


of the month. 


The thousand persons referred to represent the 
balance of those between the ages of 18 and 
41 who registered as British subjects under 

the Registration of Persons Ordinance, after 
those who. are already members of the 
H.K.V.D.C. or the H.K.N.V.F. have been de- 


ducted. 
The Bill as drafted covers 


all British subjects of any 


race, but it is not+the intention of Government, 


and never has been, to 


attempt to conscript British 


subjects of Chinese race, whose number it is im- 
possible to compute, and for whom no registration 


system has been attempted. 


Neither is it the intention of Government, for the Lime being, 
according to authoritative quarters, {o enforce the Compul- 
sory Service Ordinance provisions in the case of those Bri- 
tish subjects of other than Chinese race who are between 
Al and 56, and are not, therefore, liable for service with com- 


batant units. 

In a Bil which is longthy and 
apparently complicated, the 
proposals are, in reality, very 
simple. 

After its passage, it is pro-

The exemptions automatically 
granted are normal, but exemp- 
tion is also accorded to citizens 
of a British Dominion who have 
resided in the Colony for less 
than two — years. European 
members of the Police Reserve 
ure not exempted, 

The names of all enrolled 
will be gazetted, and enro!ment 
will date from the time of 
publication. 

» TRAINING 

Persons enrolled in the com- 
butant group will be posted to 
the H.K.V.D.C. or H.K.N.V,F. 
but will not be required to 
undergo training until specifical- 
ly instructed. Decision as to 
time of notification for training 
will be chiefly the responsibility 
of the military authorities, but 
training will not be more inten- 
sive than is required of other 
members of these units. 

The only other point of inter- 
est in the Bill is to be found in 
the penal clauses, which provide 
for fines of $250 und imprison- 
ment for any. term not excced- 
ing six months for failures to 
cumply with orders‘ to attend 
for medical examination, before

An Egyptian housewife would 
give her husband three loaves of 
leavened bread for a meal, and 
xhe, herself, ate nearly as much. 
This practice particularly inter- 
ests modern scientists in view of 
the . Himited amount of bread 
which some misguided -present- 
day women , eat for fear of get- 
ting fat. If the “stat of life” 
really did add to the waistline, 
he researchers want .to 
how the Egyptian” women 
away with it, inasmuch as nearly 
all ancient records and pictures 
of Egyptian men and women show 
them to be strikingly slender and 
graceful. 


Lonves of bread, 35 centuries 
vld were unearthed from Egyp- 
tian tombs recently. When acilen- 
tints examined this bread, they 
almost expected to find secret in- 
gredients unknown to present day 
dietitians. Instead they found 
that some of the loaves had the 
physical characteristics of mo- 
dern rye bread, One specimen 
was Ike present-day honey cake 
or honey bread, Another was on 
the order of plum pudding, while 
still another piece, ahaped like an 
eclair, was made of ordinary 
grain, . 


Thus it appeared that while 


they did not have what we now . 


call a scientific knowledge of nu- 
trition, the Egyptians of. 3600 
yeurs ago did know that bread 
supplied the most immediate need 
of the body-—food energy. And 
the ancient Egyptian housewife, 
surrounded as she may have been 
by many other superstitions, was 
free from the one which modern 
women foollshly cherish about 
bread and other items wrongly 
believed to be fattening.

about the “ataff of life.” When the 
Stone Age woman knelt before 4 
hollowed-out, atono and with o 
amaller stone in her hands pul- 
verised: into a coarse flour the 
grain which she had planted and 
reaped on the slopes near her 
eave, she produced the earlicat 
loaf of bread. So tough ‘and im- 
pervious to decay was this food 
that hard, flat and charred bits of 
the loaves baked in the Stone 
Age ,have been found in’ the 
10,000-year-old ruins of the Swiss 
Luke Dwellers. 


As bread came down through 
the ages, it became surrounded 
by many superstitions, but) ous 
dietitinns point out, until the 
present-day woman began to de- 
velop harmful food fads and fan- | 
eles, these superstitions were all 
in favour of the “stafl of Mfe.” 
In America when the slim walut- 
line became fashionable, women 
developed the senseless aupersti- 
tion about bread being fattening. 


“But nelther bread nor any . 
other single food is fattening 
when it is part of a well-balanced 
dict,” explains Dr. Tobey, eminent 
New York City authority on diet 
and health, “The only fattening 
food is too much of all fooda, If 
un woman keepa her total diet in 
reasonable bounds, she may ent 
and enjoy good bread, potatoes, 
pure milk, ice cream, cake, pie, 
candy and other foods often er- 
roneously considered to cause 
overweight.” 


Explaining why this is, Dr. 
Tobey points out that since the 
body is a working mechanism, 
even when it is apparently at reat, 
it requires a certain amount of 
fuel for necessary energy. This 
fuel comes from food arid is mea- 
sured In heat units known as ca- 
Jories. . 


The normal person usually 
needs tibout 3000 calories a day, - 
although the precise number de- 
pends upon age, ex, bufld, acti- 
vity, mode of life, the climate, 
anrdother factors, ‘A‘person who" 
is reducing can get along on 1500 
enlories a day, while o hard- 
working labourer might need as 
many as 5000,” “Active children 
usually require more calories 
than adults who live sedentary 
lives, 


One average slice of white, 
whole wheat, rye or graham 
vrend’ furnished only about 65 
calories, Butter on the bread will 
provide from 35 to 65 additional 
enlories. A medium-sized baked 
potato gives only 176 calories, 
and a glass of whole pastcurised 
milk yields only about 170. 


It is obvious, then, that two 
slices of bread and butter and a 
qinas of milk would contribute only 
nbout 400 calories to a meal, or 
less than one seventh of the ‘day's 
total requirements. Bread used 
in this.way cannot be fattening, 
When all the foods in the daily 
diet exceed the body's demand for 
energy, the excess ig stored. up 
as fat. + .

production are now being pruned 
to make possible the selling of 
“prefabs” for as tow as $1,500.

A family can start with just the 
barest essentials, and keep on 
adding to the house as needs re- 
quire and budgets permit. — For 
instance, a new baby arrives, No 
need to move into larger quarters. 
Just buy a nursery and tack it 
on to the rest of your “inteyrated 
house,” , 

What will the ‘next develop- 
ment be in the housing industry? 
Factories turning out houses on 
an assembly. line as Ford turns 
out cara?

would have permitted them to 
profit by the “cash and carry” 
clause. What could have been 
more natural from the commer- 
cial viewpoint than to satisfy cus- 
tomers who'woro in a position to 
poy cash and who would have 
eliminated the sellers’ risks by 
transporting tho wares themscl- 
ves? It in clear that mercantile 
considerations must bow to the 
preoccupations of peace, but is 
peace served by depriving the pa- 
cific nations of the superiority re 
sulting from their purchasing 
powers and their flect? 


There is no question of address- 
ing to the weak and, I hope, pro- 
visional majority of the American 
House recriminations of an inop- 
portune character, America is 
mistress of her decisions, and we’ 
of Europe have made too many 
mistakes to claim a right to criti- 
cise. It is also posstble that the 


‘/votes in question may to some ex- 


tent have been governed by dom- 
estic preoccupations which exceed 
the purview of any foreign Pow- 
er. Finally, it is clear that the 
Americans do not wish to be en- 
tangled in‘u European ‘war and 
that they are taking the necessary 
precautions to this end. We, it 
may be said, have set them the 
example and have sometimes 
adopted similar attitudes with a 
view to the preservation of peace. 


Terrible ; 
Experience 


But tho fact is that this vory 
analogy permits us to inform our 
American friends of our terrible 
experience. Juat as it served to 
enlighten France and Sngland, it 
may serve to enlighten them. For 
a very long time, Franre and Eng- 
land thought that it might be pos- 
siblo to reach an understanding 
with the totalitarian States, or at 
any rate to prevent them from 
unleashing a general conflict by 
accepting coups de force of a 
seemingly limited nature, ‘They 
were thus uble to resort to violent 
measures | in Abyssinia, Spain, 
China, .Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Albania and Meme! with impun- 
ity. One has now the proof that, 
far from being satiated by these 
gucceasive preys, success has 


{merely put an edge on their ap- 


petite: that, far from being grate- 
ful to the democratic Powers for 
thelr abstention,, they interpret 
this as a sign of weakness, to such 
n point that they, the aggressors,- 
dare to accuse the democracies of 
having permitted them to climin- 
ate Czechoslovakia. They regard 
the succeds of their coups de force

as an encouragement to continuc, 
until they succeed in dominating 
Europe. Faced with a daily and 
imminent poril, tho French , and 
British Governments have been 
compelled to revise their attitude. 
The present resolution apparent 
fn these two countries, the definite 
quality of the warnings issucd, 
the solidity of the defensive front 
which they have organised are the 


surest, not to say the only present’ 


guarantees of peace in Europe 
and In tho world. : 

“What is true for England and 
Franco is also true for the Unit- 
ed States of America. Between 
them and the aggressors there is 
a great Ocenn, and it may be that 
they can rely upon thelr formid- 
able powor, But the development 
of the totalitarian Powers during 
the last fow years, which has as- 
sumed an accelerated pace, may

possibly induce them to. revise 
thelr conception of security and 
neutrality. There wero many 
years when France und England 
may have thought that they were 
safe from a disarmed Germany 
and from an Italy who was not at 
that time completely vassalised. 
What remains of this illusion? 
The United States would be in 
u similar position if Germany 
were to realise her plans for the 
domination of Europe and were 
further to increase her power by 
colonial acquisitions, In this cuse, 
it js clear that the American po- 
licy vf isolation would be doomed 
to tha same failure o¢ the Euro- 
pean policy of pacification. But it 
might be too late. Would it not 
be preferable for the great 
American Republic to profit by 
European experience to anticipate 
cause and offect to its detriment? 
It cannot ignore that its liberal 
regime is as hateful to the Nazis 
and the fascists os the democratic 
regime of Franco ‘ and England, 
that its wealth arouses a almilar 
envy, that the description of “plu- 
tocracy” is applied to Amorica in 
tho sense of an insult and a 
threat. It knows that it is exposed 
to the vonomous propaganda of 
the totalitarians .as well as to 
espionage and sabotage. The in- 
solent intrigues with America’s 
leas powerful neighbours, such. a5 
Brazil and tho Argentine Re- 
public, already menace the autho- 
rity of the great North American 
Stute in the southern — continent, 
while the Far-Eastern events are 
a warning that the’ totalitarian 
imperialisms have already their 
hand in the Pacific. The United 
States are therefore in very much 
the same. situation as France and 
Great Britain at the beginning of 
the aggression phase, with the 
sole difference that the tattor 
States form a bulwark between 
the United Stutes and an aggres- 


sor, They are certainly interested 
fn the maintenance of this bar- 
rier, Their vory policy of isola- 
tion should induce them. to avoid 
the direct contact with the totall- 
tarian States, 


Aggressors 
Take No Risks 


Such arguments would lose 
their force if, to anticipate a fu- 
turo danger, they were to be ad- 
duced in the ovont of an Imminent: 
peril, But this is not the case. 
The cash and carry clause is not 
a casus federis, and the aggres- 
sors are too anxious to prevent o 
coulition of the defensive forces, 
to attack the United States at the 
same time as Europe. They take 
no risks. This amounts to saying 
that the American Republic risks 
nothing if it agrecs, non-commit- 
tally to: damming the adverac 
forces, whereas it is exposed to 
the greatest danger if, by a mis- 
tnken conception of neutrality, it 
supports the onslaught of these 
forces, It is therefore not mercly 
u question of appealing to the so- 
lidarity of tho democracies, to the 
rights of liberty and civilisation, 
considerations which ure dear to 
all Americans, but which mena 
less to thom than their desire to 
live in peace. What is true is 
that they are subject to the uni- 
versal menace and that at the pre- 
yent moment they are in a posl- 
tion. to avoid war for themselves 
ny for others more ecdaily than 
will be the case in the near fu- 
dure, If they are to cast their 
weight into the scales of destiny 
and to influence them in the right 
direction, it might for the moment 
bo sufficient not to deprive the 
victims of aggression of such 
arms as they might receive, What 
responsibility. would they huve to 
shoulder if, with this encourage- 
ment to the aggressors, they 
would have contributed to the un- 
leashing of disaster. They would 
realise in a very short time that, 
far from having avoided war for 
themselves, they would be in- 
evitably committed.to this path, 
since the aggressors would con- 
tinue until definitely checked. 

This is probably the conviction 
of Prosident Roosevelt, Mr. Cor- 
dell Hull and the rmaajority of 
American citizens, to judge by 
their press.. Without interveniny 
in the domestic policy of the 
American democracy, it- may --bo 
permitted to say thot the sup- 
porters of President Roosevelt 
ure in the right and that if, for 
mere party politics, their adver- 
sorles combat the Government 
neutrality bill, they will one-day 
bitterly repent of their tactics. 


America And 
Cause Of Peace 


Whatever their opinions, the 
honest good faith: of the Ameri- 
cans and their ardent attachment 
to the cause of peace make it pos- 
sible to hope for a rectification of 
their attitude in respect of the 
Vorys amendment, It would not be

the first time, neither In America 
nor in other democratic country, 
that: impulse would havo. yielded 
toe consideration, Messrs, Roose- 
volt nnd Cordoll Hull havo stated 
that thoy would return their bill 
to the Senate in view of the weak 
majority in the House of Repre- 


_ sentatives, and then refer it to 


tho latter ‘where the abstentions 
were Ao numerous that it should 
be relatively ensy to secure a dif. 
ferent result, Not that the issuc 
of these debates can in any way 
influence the decision of France 
and England, These two States 
have no- doubt ns to the: issue of 
a war if it came to that, But they 
believe that the American demo- 
cracy cun“do very much to avoid 
this calamity, and they cannot rt- 
sign themselves to thinking that, 
in these momentous days of a re- 
membrance, America would allow 
the aggressors to forget the yrent 
aud moral power represented by 
the matorinl reaources and the 
pacific policy of the United States.

sions for the British interests in 
Persin, Afghaniatan, Mongolian and 
Manchuria, was suddenly held up 
by the Japanese, In the war be- 
tween Russia and Japan, the Bri- 
tish sympathies were undoubted- 
ly for the Japanese. The victory 
of the Empire of the Rising Sun 
ruined the Russian aspirations. in 
Asin, und proved a relief for Eng- 
land. The Russian defeat, how- 
ever, was a defeat of the white 
race in the Far East, ‘and this

Up to then, in fact, Japan's ad- 
vantages had been secured thanks 
to her adherence to this or that 
European camp; wherens, by the 
conquest of Manchukuo, she de- 
fied all. European Powers at once, 
Still more, she defled the organisa- 
tion on which the Great Powers 
of the world hnd founded — their 
hopes of pence — the League of 
Nations. It-ia.a fact, often over- 
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looked, that the real decline of the 
League began on the day when the 
Japanese aggression agninat China 
was-merely recorded and finnity 
accepted by the signatories of 1 
Paet by which they had all un- 
dertaken to defend the indepen- 
dence and the territorial Integrity 
of ench of the Statea Membera,

The “Sunday Herald” is unable to reveal his 
name, for he has to return to Peiping, and his 
life, and the lives of-his family, would be for- 
feit if it was known he had left the Japanese- 


controlled area. 

Living in Peiping is cheaper 
than living in Hong Kong, he said. 
Money flows freely, because no 
one wants to hang onto the 
Federal Reserve bank-notes long- 
er than he can help. Money re- 
ceived is promptly spent on foad, 
clothing and small luxuries, so 
that the average Peiping business- 
man seldom has more than a small 
amount of loose change. in hand, 

MONEY PROBLEM 

* The money problem js an acute 
one in Peiping. No one likes the 
currency. Those who can, send 
thelr money down to Shanghai— 
at un almost ruinous discount. 
The ratio between Federal . Re- 
serve and Shanghai (National 
Currency) dollars was roughly 
F.R.$80 to $100 in Shanghai. In 
addition, Japanese bunks charge 


| $16 brokerage. : 


- At the’moment, it takes three 
{Shanghai “dollars to buy one 
Hong Kong dollar, so that by 
the time a Peiping man gets to 
the Colony, his F.R.$100 has 
dwindled to less than $32.50— 
hence his complaint about it be- 
ing expensive to live in Hong 
Kong! S 
ALL NOT WELL 


_ Japanese businessmen and tour- 
ists who come to North China, he 
said, buy’ Federal Reserve money 
at the ratio of one yen to'‘one dol- 
lar, Even those who do not go 
further South suspect that not all 
is well with the “new” currency 
and closely cross-examine shop- 
keepers on this point. But the 
shop-keepers profess ignorance. 

Most of those living in Peiping 
have small nest-eggs of “real” 
monecy~—National Currency paper 
dollars or silver—hidden away in 
holes in the ground and other 
secret places, so that they will not 
go bankrupt when the expected 
day arriyes, Chiang Kai-shek re- 
furns, und the Federal Reserve 
eurrency goes to—Tokyo, 

JEALOUS GUARD 

These nest-egys are jealously 
guarded, for the Japunese authori- 
ties have declared a “war” against 
such currency. At any time of the 
day or night, they suddenly raid 
a suspected house, search it from 
top to bottem, and remove for 
examination all papers twhich 
might give them a clue to the hid- 
ing-placo of the money they know 
in there, but cannot find.

transmitted, As for children born 
with physical deformities, they 
are extremely rare, so rare that 
_ the normal mother need harbour 
no fenrs whatsoever in that direc: 
tion, : 


Childbirth, it must be empha- 
sined, is in every way a perfect. 
~ dy natural function, Most physi- 
sians hold that birth can be nor- 
mal and healthful after the eijh- 
teenth year, with the ideal period 
between twenty-one and twenty- 
five, But there’s no valid reason 
why a woman of thirty-five or 
older should not have children, 
Ninety per cent of all women 
over thirty-five can have babies 
without difficulty, The “no babies 
after thirty-five” fallacy is usual- 
ly supported by the argument 
that the pelvic bones of a woman 
of thal age are nore rigid,” 
and hence unyielding.

dealgns. If Spaniards and Moslems 
unite and aro assured of tho 
submission of the rich Jews of 
the city—-who through foar of re- 
prisats will bo the docile instru- 
ments of the intrigue—they will 
be in a position to creato an un- 
tenable situation at Tanglors for 
the Powers concerned with the 
maintenace of the international 
regime. A farther factor that must 
be taken into consideration is that 
Spanisrds and Moslems will be 
supported by the Italians who, 
since 1928, have occupied a scat 
In tho Tanglors Assombly. This 
seat, curiously enough, wae creat- 
ed at the request of tho Spaniards 
in the hopo that it would be grant- 
ed to them. 


Tho Spanish claim already 
exists {n practice, although, for 
the moment, it is confined to cer- 
tain strategical rectifications of 
the frontier of the international 
zono and an increase in the num- 
ber of seata in the Legislative As- 
sembly. The frontior rectifica- 
tfony, presented under the protoxt 
of access to certain polnts where 
it is possible to find water, would 
facilitate military operations of

But, even if the Westorn Pow- 
ers suceceded in checkmating this 
diplomatic intrigue, no fHlusion 
can be entertuined as to the emer- 
gence of the question. Franco ia 
faced with the urgent necessity of 
diverting public opinion from the 
unsolved domestic problems and 
of projecting it forcibly into an 
outside adventure. The national- 
encouraged by 
Germany and Italy, Is therefore 
proparing to pursue the Tangicrs 
campaign with all the means at its 
disposal including the most vio- 


; lent. There is no other way out, 


The stages of action can be 
easily predicted. To begin with, 
the Spanish Stato has made life 
impossible at Tangiors for all Re- 
publican Spaniards, who have 
been compelled, !Ittle by little, to 
emigrate, -owlng to the threats, 
violence and oven tho crimes of 
the pholangists.

summer, How is it possible that 
this man, up to the present cool 
and realistic in his political ini 
tiatives, is now Incapuble of -gras- 
ping the significance of the gran- 
diose effort made by France and 
England, and persists in describ- 


‘ing them ag “decadent nations”, 


who have no other alternative 
than to recoil step by step? 
The results of such u misunder- 
standing may be absolutely tra- 
gic. The powors of peace make 
continued efforts to affirm their 
desire to cooperate with a paci- 
fically minded Germany. They 
make their offers, Their proclamn- 
tions, even their warnings, are to 
some extent affirmative. The im- 
pression conveyed is, that they 
wish to convince an unconvinci- 
ble partner. But the receiver of 
these messages deduces the exact 


opposite, He regards them as 4 


sign of weaknens, as a symptom of 
inertia, IT mysclf have on many 
occasions interrogated Hitler 2s 
to his policy, and he has explain- 
ed that the risks apparently in- 
herent do not exist in reality. He

achievement... ..He knows thal 
the democracies are powerless to 
resist even if they wished to do 
sy. Their time jis at an end, The 
eventy work for the so-called dy- 
numic Powers, for the future of 
the world might of Germany, This 
is why Germany can dare any- 
thing, even if it seems contrary 
to the nature of history. 


Nazi Mentality 
_ Af this is still Hitler's idea— 
and it'scems that this is the case 
—how is {t poaslble to issue from 
the dilemma created by those 
wellmeant words, which are in- 
tended to prevent war but merely 
serve to make war inevitable? To 
answer this question, it is necor- 
sury to penetrate farther into the 
mentality.of the National Social- 
fat elite, 

The thorvugh knowledge of re- 
volutionary literature concerning 
constitutional problems and: civil 
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wara possessed by Hitler and his 
acolytes is not yet suMciently 
realised, ' I cannot remember 
whether Hitler himself has perus- 
ed Trotzky’s doctrine of.the coup 
d’gtat, But he definitely assiml- 
lated the trains of thought. con- 
tained in this and almilar works. 
Why I emphasise this fact is as 
follows, All the ramifications of 
tho Hitlerlan policy are governed 
by the doctrines of revolution and 
civil war, People aro well nware 
of Hitler’s genlua as propagan- 
dist, but not of his special talents 
as engincer of a revolution and of 
a coup d’ctat. This revolutionary 
expertence is the dominating fac- 
tor, not only in his pre-office thc- 
tica, not only in his post-office 
home policy, but also in his for- 
eign policy, which is nothing 
more than the transposition of the 
modern technique of ‘the coup 
d'etat to international relations. 


The Clue 


It is nbsolutely neccasury to 
know this and to follow up this 
clue. The doctrine of the coup 
d'etut has provided Hitler with 
three maxims, and I believe, that 
under certain conditions, their

validity can be relied upon. The 
first is that of the paralysis of the 
opponent through intimidation, In 
every revolutionary campaign, 
there Is a perlod of “soundings”, 
before the actual revolution takes 
place, These soundings make it 
possible to appreciate the exist- 
ing or non-existing presumptions 
for the capitulation of the adver- 
sary. There are certain symptoms 
which permit of accurately estim- 
ating any given risk, During the 
preparatory period, such symp- 
toms must be coldly and sharply 
watched—when the time is ripe, 
action must come like a thunder- 
bolt, That is Hitler's setond ma- 
xim. But the third is extremely 
curious, It is the disintegration of 
general action into seemingly un- 
important diversions and snto al- 
ternutives of threats and promises 
in order to create that atmosphere 
which Hitler regards as decisive, 
namely, the conflict in the oppu- 
site camp, conflict between the de- 
sire to maintain peace und the in- 
atinct of national prestige. This 
leitmotiv of mental paralysis 
through inner conflict has earlier 
been emphasised by Hitler, Too 
few people, have read “Mein 
Kampf”, -in particular that very 
important passage, which reads 
us follows: “The clever victor 


will invariably inflict nis demands’ 


‘wuccessively and on separate sec- 
tions of: the vanquished and 
crushed peoples—and any people 
that does not.sec fit to resist Is a 
people that is worthless from the 
point of view of character, He 
can then rely upon the fact that 
no acction of: the sald people will 
think it worth while to take up 
arms. The more pressure exer- 
cised, the less justified it appears 
to the vanquished to take up arms 
against such ‘successive pressure, 
seemingly on separate sections, 
but ever recurring —cspecially 
when they have already endured 
go much misfortune In silence and 
resignation.” 
Conflict 
Of Spirit 

Mental paralysis through con- 
flict of spirit, that is probably the 
secret of the success hitherto 
achieved by Hitler. But it is clear 
that such paralysis can only over- 
take an already weakened -com- 
munity, And here is a-wide field 
for tho deliberate and unconscious 
accomplices of the party. A doubt 
‘expressed by a veritable patriat 
as to the continuity of n policy 
casts canfusion In the masses, In 
the history of cach revolution, one 
notes the completo undorestima- 
tlon of the forces of order in 
compirison with the revolution-

The 
objection to taking a decision, to 
responsibility, the idea of redemp- 
tion throtgh submission rather 
than run the risk of an onerous 
resolution. All this is the charac- 
teristic attitude of a capitulating 
regime, as corroborated point for 
point jn the psychological history 
of successful rebellions and revo- 
lutions, 


Political 


Strategy 

Hitler has largely utilised his 
experience, He has elaborated 
thereupon n political strategy and 
tactics which he regarda as infal- 
lible. Hence the slogans of the 
national socialist propaganda: 
“Offensive — never Defensive — 
never discussion!" He who 


~ agrees to argue ’1 lost in advance, 


This preference for brutality, the 
trick of suvayery and discourtesy, 
this deliberate incivility—all 
these minor and major tactics of 
a enrefully thought-out method 
protonged into conversation are 
intended to paralyse the will of- 
the opponent to intimidate him 
and to force him to yield, But the 
same object is puraued in all those 
promises of amendment, all those 
assurances that no more ground 
for conflict exists. It fs thought 
that an opyonent who yields once 
will always yield. To reassure the 
adverse party, the maxim not to 
widen the gulf, not to irritate the 
enemy—the preoccupation to soap 
his path, ‘all these: tricks have 
been utilised by the master tech- 
niclans of mental paralysis to de- 
velop the symptoms of the oppon- 
ent, The political development in 
the Third Reich and the success 
of Hitler’s initiatives up to now 
in the international ficld probably. 
justify these methods of appre- 
cintfon. 


Will To Peace 


When one is acquainted with 
the inner rules of the Hitlerian 
tactics, there is no diMculty, in 
predicting what the Fuehrer will 
do next. What will happen? The 
increasing crisis due to the prcs- 
sure of the Axis Powers is to lead 
to a psychological crisis in which 
the Western Powers, owing to 
their definite will to peace will be 
absolutely compelled to make fur- 
ther concessions, A brutal attack 
upon Danzig and a seemingly 
limited objective in the form of

partner? This, he concludes, Js an 
admisston of the wenl:ness of the 
enemy positions. or anyone who 
is rently strong, who has a good 
conseience, says his mind—no 
more trentice with a regime which 
has broken its promise Ike the 
national-socialists, If they were 
really sure of themselves, they 
would demand, but ‘nover offer... 

A mistaken — interpretation, 
manifestations which are not suf- 
ficiently unambiguous—this fs the 
misfortune which threatens to 
drive Europe into war almost {n- 
evitably. The psychological crisis 
into which Hitler threatens to 
plunge the Western Powers, is 
looming on the horizon, But if the 
Western Powers resist notwith- 
Ktanding itler’s expectations? 
How then can pence be saved? 

The system of mental paralysis 
must be applied by the adversur- 
ies of the Axis to the dynamic 
forces of that regime. They are 
also susceptible to this  suguzes- 
tion, An idea that is gradually 
emerging on the other side, and 
cunts. the match in the powder 
barrel of a finished regime. But 
here again, the offensive is neces- 
sary. Political ideas are offensive 
weapons, but cannét be utllised 
for the defennive. And truth must 
be persuasive if it is to be accep- 
table. Propaganda is an unplea- 
sant word and a more unpleasant 
fact. But truth ja also dimcult to 
convey. And if there is anything 
that can still prevail In and be- 
yond the realm of national social- 
ism, in the field of spiritual con- 
flict, it fs that maxim, of Hitler's: 
“Always offensive, fever tlefen- 
sive".

Concessions 
will remain neutral, and can in- 
vestigate the possibility of a 
modus vivendi between the Japan- 
ese forces in the occupied portion 
of: Chinn and the authorities in 
these neutral conclaves, 

“The difficulty of finding 
suitable formula for such an 
‘arrangement is obvious, especi- 
ally when it is remembered that 
the Japanese occupy & region 
which fs far from being pacified. 
“yevertheless there is no rea- 

gon to put it past the skill of diplo- 
macy xo find one, but this is all the 
British Government can do. 

“They cannot be expected to 
sacrifice fricnds and principles in 
order to extricate the Japanese 
commanders from difficulties into 
which their own miscalculations 
led them.
